He is survived 
by three daughters, the youngest 
being about sixteen. Two brothers 
and a sister survive in Vermont, 
his birth plaoe. As there was no 
one at the house but the girls and 
Mis. Finnick, and a neighbor, Mr. 
Wyand's arrival was a relief in 
other ways than clerical. After 
death he was asked to take full 
charge, and soon had the under- 
taker at tlie house, and by dark 
all the plans for the funeral made. 
It was held at the house Saturday 
afternoon, and conducted by Mi. 
Wyand, it l>eing his first. The 
pail bearers were Messrs. Finnick, 
Biaelow, Rudolph, Bruce. McNeil 
and Holmes. The remains were 
place<l at rest in the Cambridge 
Cemetery, beside those of his wife. 
The services at the house and grave 
were both im|)re8sive, Mrs. Finnick 
signing " Nearer, My God, to Thee," 
und Mr. Wyand "Forever with 
the Lord."

BLIND AND DEAF SAMUEL KOFF- 
MAN GKASPH INTRICATE SUBJECTS 
READILY. 

If the average person was told 
that a man with the sense of hear- 
ing and sight entirely gone, and the 
sense of speech only partially de- 
veloped had taken a trip through 
one of Lynn's leading shoe shops, 
and had thoroughly enjoyed it, he 
would probably put one hand to his 
head, and make that rotary motion 
that denotes a padded cell in Dr. 
Dippy's factory. Hut a man who 
has been bereft of tliis three most 
needful senses is forced to develop 
his others far beyond the develop- 
ment in the ordinary mortal. 
Samuel Koflfman, of 2G2 Rich Ave- 
nue, Mt. Vernon, N. Y., is an ex- 
traordinary man. At the tender 
age of five years the sudden dis 
charge of fireworks on a Fourth of 
July so scared him thai he was un- 
able to see clearly, hear, or talk 
thereafter." His sight during the 
interim ot the next ten years went 
back on him altogether. He has 
never regained his sense of hear- 
ing, an<l the power to enunciate, 
which was lost at the time of the 
pathetic circumstance, has only 
been slightly developed after pa- 
tient and careful training. 

Mr. KofTman is now fifty-four 
years ohl. He is a fine-looking, 
tall, straight, portly man, and the 
casual obHorver would never notice 
anj'thing unusual about him if it 
were not for the juvenile attendant 
who pilots him around. He has 
been in this city once before. He 
came here a year ago to visit some 
of the frequenters at the ttlind loiun 
in the city library, wliieh i.s in 
charge of Jennie M Huliiei, the 
blind attendant there. He has 
travelled considerably since he has 
been old enough to get around, but 
up to Monday hail never been in a 
shoe shop. He expressed a desire to 
have this experience, and through 
the courlesv of Alexander E. Little, 
of the Sororsis shoe factory, his 
desire was granted, Mr. Koftman 
evinced the most lively interest in 
everything he saw, or rather touch- 
ed. He neither saw nor lieard, but it 
is safe to say that he has a l>etter gen- 
eral understanding of the inanufac 
♦ure of a shoe, and even this can be 
qualified to the extend of saying the 
Sorosis shoe, than many a.man who 
may have gone through before and 
knew less when he went out than 
when he entered. 

VISIT TO SHOE FACTORY 

From top floor to the basement 
Mr. KofTman was piloted, and 
lntereste<l workmen willingly ex- 
plained to the little boy pilot jusi 
what was done in thcii individual 
department. The boy, Lester 
James McKenzie, 14 years old, is an 
exceptionally bright youth, by the 
way, and while the details were 
being explained to him, he, almost 
as quickly, informed Mr. KofTman 
through the deaf-mute aud blind 
alphabet. The litUe fellow's 
fingers worked with surprising speed 
in the blind man's hands, as letters, 
words and sentences were framed. 
Then after the explanation Mr. 
KofTman would be allowed to feel 
l.he aiticle about which he had been 
inforine<l. Several times it took 
but a toucli for him to recognize tht* 
different parts of the shoe. It was 
a marvelous spectacle to see him 
grasp almost at once the intricate 
explanations. Of coiiise he could 
not see buttons sewed on l)ools with 
one sweep of the boot over a delicate 
machine, or eyelets made as quick- 
ly. He could see none of the 
machinery. But he knew it was 
running f^or the vibrations from the 
Hoor made him know where he was 
before he had fairly mounted the 
steps when he fii-st went into the 
big building. He could also tell 
whether especially heavy work or 
esp«'cially light work was being done 
by the difTerence in the vibrations. 

He collected numerous samples 
that weie given him, and .seemed 
as pleased as a boy at everything 
lie touched. He seemed especially 
Interested lu the lasts, and It could 
be noticed as he handled the ditTcr- 
ent kimls that he has an especially 
well developed artistic tempera 
inent. P'or the lasts on whi<'h the 
most stylish shoes arc made receiv- 
ed considerably more attention 
than those on which the cUunsier 



grade of shoes are fashioned. Mr. 
KofTman is a little afraid of ma 
chinery, ami did not want to touch 
any of it. Hut he was an interest- 
ed listener, through his own lan- 
guage, to the explanations of the 
workings of this and that piece of 
mechanism. He appreciates a good 
joke as well as anyb«Kiy. and he 
jollied the girls as best he could 
whenever in departments where fe- 
in.'ile employees work. As Mr. 
KofTman can doubtless give a more 
coherent account of just what he 
knows of shoe manufscturing than 
the writer could possibly tuiu out, 
it would not be wise to go into detail 
concerning his trip. But he went 
through every ilepartment. He 
" felt" it all. 

LOST FACULTIES AT FIVE YEARS OP 
AGE. 

A few facts about this marvelous 
man's career .will doubtless prove 
intereNling, While Helen Kellei 
may have lier sense of feeling more 
acutely developed than any deaf, 
dumlt and blind person of the pre- 
sent era, it is doubtful if even she 
sliowH any more quick-witted in- 
telligence than does Mr KofTman. 
He was born in New York State 
fifty-four years ago of imrents who 
weie normal in every way. His 
father's name was Adolphus, and 
his nuithei's name Pauline. He 
was a healthy, active and preco- 
cious youngster until the falsi acci 
dent of that Fourth i)f July ilay 
wlien he was five years old. .Inst 
how the sud<len scare had the elTecl 
thatr it did is one of the things that 
is baffling to medical science. But 
if fat<> luul ordaineil that Mr. KofT- 
man should be without three of his 
senses, it was piolial)ly kind of her, 
to have the accident happen when 
it did. At the age of five he was 
uiuloubt.edly in a better position to 
enter upon his new mode of life 
than he would have l>een at a later 
age. The accident diil not take his 
sight wholly away. He at first be- 
Cfime very near sighted, but was 
able le see his way around with the 
aiil of strong glasses. The sight, 
however, which had received its 
(Icatli knell with the explosion of 
the untimely fireworks, gradually 
disapneared and, at the age of l."), 
he W!is totally l)lind. 

Until h(> was 13 Mr. KofTman re- 
mained at home, where his parents 
did all they could for him in the 
way of education. When he reach- 
ed that age he entered the deaf, 
dumb and blind school at New York 
City, wlier<> he learned the languat;e. 
He stands to-day as one of the most 
notable graduates of the school. 
While he learned how to reatl from 
the raised texts there, and in many 
ways equipped himself for what 
would lie a stormy life battle, it was 
ni>t until eiglit years ago that he 
learned the <h>af and dumb system 
of talking. This he picked up with 
surprising rapidity' .^ 

When quite young he went West 
and remained there for ten years. 
He then came east, and went to the 
Calskill Mountains. He first ran a 
dairy farm, but this did not pay. 
Then he took up horticulture, and 
his sixteen big hothouses were 
show places for that vicinity. He 
lived on his farm many years, atid 
then returned to New York City. 
Only a few years since he moved to 
his present rt>sidence. 

HAS TRAVELED EXTENSIVELY. 

Mr. KofTman took in the Jamea- 
lowii lixpositiou lhrt>e years ago, 
and has also been all over Wash- 
ingtou, O. C. He has traveled con- 
siderably for a nutn in his position. 
He is interested, naturally, in blind 
schools anil deaf aud dumb institu- 
tiims, and it was on this account 
thai he has visited Lynn. The 
little class room at the librVtry is one 
of the few of its kind in this coun- 
try. At his Mount Vernon plaoe, 
lu> is making his honu^ wiih his 
sister, Mrs. Minnie Louis Salinger, 
a noted women's club lecturer. 

Mr. KofTman's sense of touch is 
so acute, many of his performances 
seem woudeiful. If he has ever 
shaken hands with a person and is 
informed of his name be seldom f(»r- 
gels him. This was demonstrated 
in the library Monday afternoon, 
when a blind girl who had met him 
last year came into the room. 
When Mr. KofTuuiu was intwduced 
to her Hnd look h<>r hand, it took 
him but a niinute to tell her name 
and his face beamed wiih as much 
Joy M though he oould see her. 



Ahother blind girl he knew lirought 
a necklace which he remembered 
having touched and examined last 
yeai while here. He rarely fails to 
identify a person whom he has met, 
and their names are usually at his 
tongue's end. He can tell what you 
mean to convey if you write in the 
palm of his hand, on his forehead 
or even on his liack. By taking his 
hand and tracing letters in the air 
he can also understand. 

In his workshop at his home in 
Mount Vernon he has a chest, of 
tools and some of the work he does 
is surprising. He makes bird 
houses, baskets of reeds, from -the 
size of a work basket to a clothes 
basket, and at tlu> present time he 
is learning to weave. He has a 
carpet underway. 

A peculiar eirouinstance in the 
KofTman family is that l>esides 
Samuel there are two other brothers 
who are deaf, dumb and Idind. 
The brothers are not as intelligent 
as Sajnuel, but they seem to enjoy 
life and seldom regret their unfor- 
tunate condition. 

Mr. KofTman has an exceedingly 
cheery disposition. He laughs and 
jokes continually, and the point of 
a joke is seldom Kst to him. He 
keeps thoroughly up to date on all 
the 8ul)jecf.s. On his present trip 
he has slopped al Hartford, Pitts- 
field and Springfield. He will leave 
Lynn Wednesday for his home in 
New York. There are plenty of 
normal men who do not l»egin to 
get the enjoyment out of life that 
Mr. KolTiiiaii seems to have for his 
share.

Y., and I had as ray room-mate 
there a division chief of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. I spoke to him 
about the Deaf and the Civil Service 
and he .said he had a position in his 
service, that of copyist paying fifty 
dollars a month, which a deaf jier- 
.son could fill as well as a hearing 
person. I urged him to submit the 
position to the Civil Service Com- 
mis.sion as he appointed his assist- 
ants, and he .seemed very favorably 
diposed to accede to my request. 

Upon my return home I was over- 
joyed to find a letter from the Fede- 
ral Civil Service Commission giving 
the list of positions submitted by 
the heads of the several departments 
and independent offices at Washing- 
ton for which the deaf will be allow- 
ed to compete. It is of tremendous 
significance and extremely gratify- 
ing to all those who have been agi- 
tating this subject, to find that no 
fewer' than eighty-four positions in 
the Government .service are specifi- 
cally mentioned, the duties of which 
the deaf are considered capable of 
performintf.

How many bad customs and 
wicke<l practices, how many quix- 
otic schemes of philanthiopy or re- 
form, how many absurd doctrines 
in politics, theology and .sociology, 
which have defied the artillery of 
arunmont, have been " laughed off 
the public stage," never to return 1 
Did not Cervantes " sinil'i Spain's 
(diivalry away?'- How viiiii weieall 
the reasonings againsi the casuistry 
of the Jesuits, ac(fordiim to whose 
moral code judges might take bribes, 
bankrupts defraud Iheir creditors, 
valets perpetrate any villainies for 
tlieir inasters, poltroons shoot their 
enemies from behind a hedge, on 
the slnutglh of a nice distiiurlion, 
between act and intention, by which 
ev(M'y (U'ime in the woi'ld might l)e 
excused, till Pascal, with the ex- 
((uisile and inimitable irony of his 
" Provincial Letters," provoked in- 
exlinguishablo biuglilor at these 
equivo(!aliouH and sophistries !

Bright HkioH KHil balmy woatlier 
helped to make the Xavier Eph- 
pheta Society's celebration on Au- 
gust 15th, in lionor of EphphetA 
Sunday, a really joyful day. With

And all 
that assisted at theoGferiiig in honor 
of tlie Feast of the day, which was 
tliat of the Assumption, partook of 
Communion. 

Concluding tin* reading of the 
last Gospel, the good priest faced 
the silent congregation, picturing 
in grapliio oigns and in well chosen 
words the story so often told and 
that was then being lold in every 
Catholic Church the world over — 
Our' Loid's love for tlie deaf-mule 

Father McCarthy said in part : 
" Now I have read the gospel story 
of our Lord and tlie deaf-mute. 
And what I have read every priest 
has read who offered Holy Mass to- 
day, from Alaska to Africa and 
round the world. It came to pass 
on the shores of Galileo. A crowd 
of people surrounded our Lord, 
happy lo be with Ilim, happy to 
hear His preaching, happy to see 
His wondrous works. Amidst the 
multitude was one who was deaf 
and dumb and who stared with 
dazed eyes at the stirring scenes 
around him. There are some chdr- 
acters wlio can never be wholly 
happy unless tlioy share their 
happiness witli others. There were 
people of this kind among the crowd 
and leflecting on what they enjoyed 
and tlie deaf-mute lost, they looked 
on him witli compassion, and said 
one to another, ' Let us t.tike him 
before the Master.' And leading 
Ilim to our Lord they begged that 
He would lay His hand on him, 
trusting in tlie merciful powei they 
liad witiiHHSixl. At once our Savior 
looked on the afYlicted man with 
teu(ier heart, and separating him 
from the others where all could see, 
addressed him witli iiaturiil signs 
easily to be understood. He took 
his face between His hands and 
pressed His fingers in his ears and 
touched his tongue, and looking up 
to heaven groaned in pity over the 
sufferer and uttered tlie l)lessed 
word, 'i<2phpheta. Be Opened,' 
And in the instant the deaf-mute 
heard and spoke rightly. It was 
the work of a few moments, but re- 
flect on the far-reaching significance 
of it all. What our Lord and Sav- 
ior sai<l and did was for yesterday, 
today and foiever. What he diil 
foi that deaf-mute was a lesson and 
an example to the people; not for 
the few thousands that surrounded 
Him, but for all people on earth to 
the end of time, that the deaf-mute 
is an object of love to God and a 
care to humanity. Chrl.-^t our Lord 
t'ave to His apostles and priests the 
power to cleanse souls fioin sin and 
to feed them with divine food ; lo 
few Flo gave the power to work mi- 
racles in the order of nature, but to 
all He gave the power of opening 
the ears and loosening the tongues 
of those who wander in silence, and 
every one w!io leads a soul to grace, 
by that deed opens his oars to hear 
the word of God and loosens his 
tongue to tell Ilis praises. The 
benefit for the body ends with time, 
l)Ut the lilessing to the soul lasts 
forever and ever." 

Following Mass happy smiles 
were evident on all sides, as the 
worshipers repaired to the College 
Armory, where, surrounded by 
rifles and other accoutrements of 
the famed Xavier Cadets, break- 
fast was served.
